DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or render obvious the limitations recited in independent 
claims 2, 1 1 , and 34. In regards to claims 2 and 34, the prior art did not disclose or 
suggest a medical device for retaining an end of a tube comprising a first tab movable 
with respect to said base for compressing the tube, said first tab comprising a first 
locking tab feature, wherein said first locking tab feature is engagable with said first 
locking base feature to hold the first tab in a fixed position with respect to the base in 
combination with the other limitations recited in claims 2 and 34. In regards to claim 11, 
the prior art did not disclose or suggest a medical device for retaining an end of a tube 
comprising the combination of the recited base, first tab, and second tab.
